ALL ABOUT THAT BASS 

The Hamptons Police have instituted an 
emergency rule calling for lower car stereo 
volumes in Sag Harbor’s historic district. This 
regulatory action comes after several recent 
incidents in which cars driving through the 
neighborhoods, playing bass-heavy music at 
high decibel levels, have caused structural 
damage to historic buildings. “Several windows 
in the Shays-Wheatley House came loose from 
their casements and fell outward onto the 
streets,” says Hamptons Police spokesman 
Larry Hirsch, explaining that the damage 
occurred while a car was driving past the 


building blasting music with incredibly loud 
low frequencies. “As they pass by, those sounds 
can even rattle your teeth inside your head, 
so just imagine what damage they can do 
to a 300-year-old building!” Damage was also 
sustained at the Drucker Manse, where large 
cracks suddenly appeared in the mortar that 
holds the building’s stone walls together. “The 
Drucker Manse Historical Society estimates 
that it will cost at least $75,000 to repair the 
damage to the mortar—damage caused by one 
single drive-by at ear-splitting levels.” Hirsch 
announced that, going forward, the Hamptons 
Police will be empowered to pull over anybody 
who is playing their radio loudly enough to be 
physically felt more than 10 feet away from the 
vehicle. “That might seem kind of extreme,” 
admits Hirsch. “But the houses in Sag Harbor’s 
historic district are pretty much smack up 
against the street, so 10 feet is a reasonable 
distance.” First time offenders will be let go with 
a warning and advised to reduce the volume on 
their car sound systems while driving through 
the area. Second time offenders will be fined 
and the police will install volume governors on 


their car stereo systems. Third time offenders 
will be required to attend a retraining session, 
during which they will listen to Ray Conniff and 
Montovani records for eight hours. 


OK, JUST CHILL 

In recognition of it being Friday the 13th, the 
Hamptons Police has issued a release calling 
for calm. From the text of the release: “While we 
appreciate that tensions run high when, through 
the mysterious workings of the calendar, the 
day Friday and the 13th of the month happen 
to coincide, the Hamptons Police would like to 
urge calm. While Friday the 13th is terrifying 
and an evil portent, there’s still no reason to 
panic. We advise that those who are incapable 
of calming themselves by harnessing their own 
inner reserves of reason should seek out medical 
doctors to prescribe calming medications. If 
approached properly, this day can become 
one of manageable alarm rather than unbridled 
horror. It will be over soon.”

Helping a Car in Distress,

uch of this paper is written from the 

beach. I go out in my four-wheel drive, 
park on the sand, set out a chair and umbrella 
and write on my laptop. The sight, sound, smell 
and feel of the ocean inspires me. Strollers and 
runners, with or without dogs, come by. 

Dogs are a big deal at the beach. When walked 
along the surf’s edge, they are almost always so 
happy prancing around. My dog, guarding me, 
will leap up in alarm when they approach.

and folded the beach chair and lowered the 
umbrella. I looked over at my car. I have a new 
truck for the beach, a fancy four-wheel drive 
Lexus GX-460.

The Purchase of a Third Saltbox Reveals a Secret?

E ast Hampton Village is now completing 
an extraordinary addition to its 
collection of original, fully restored 17th- and 
18th-century saltbox homes on James Lane. 
Until now, there have been two of them, both 
set amidst gardens and lawns and open to the 
public. They face out onto James Lane, with 
Town Pond beyond. As Village treasures, they 
are “Home Sweet Home” and “Mulford Farm.” 
They stand side-by-side. 

The newest addition is a third saltbox, the 
result of the village acquiring one of the Gardiner 
Estates, also on James Lane facing Town Pond. 
The house is to be called the “Gardiner House,” 
I believe. There is just one home between the 
“Gardiner House” and the other two homes—a 
larger and more recently built mansion, clearly 
not from that earlier era.

Last week, Long Island _ celebrated 
the 70th anniversary of Levittown, the first 
“suburb” in America. In 1946, the company 
Levitt & Sons bought an enormous tract 
of farmland in Nassau County and in a very 


short time built 10,000 identical homes to 
sell to the Gls returning from World War II. 
William Levitt bragged that since everything was 
alike in each home, he could build 30 of them 
in a day, and did. The development was a big 
success. And the community was a wonder of 
the age. 

Imention this because of what is being revealed 
here in East Hampton with what is so far three 
almost identical saltbox homes on James Lane. 
Maps made around 1690 show homes all in a 
line up and down both sides of Main Street in 
East Hampton, and its sister street, James Lane, 
where it splits for Town Pond and then comes 
back together a block further west. The names 
of the owners are prominently displayed next 
to each home. (There were no street numbers 
then. The map was how you found people, 
unless you knew everybody and didn’t have 
to ask.) 

The maps show the houses as little boxes. 
They don’t show what the houses look like. 

It has not been hard to notice that with 
the existing historic saltbox homes on lots just 
next to one another, the homes are almost 
identical. The long saltbox roof comes down 
on one side. On the other side is a short roof, 
under which is a loft on a small second floor. 


The houses are not only almost identical in 
size, but they are positioned almost the same 
number of feet from the lane with the same 
orientation, with the long roof on the east side 
and with the short roof on the west. 

I hadn’t thought much about this until the 
town’s workmen began cutting away the 
subsequently added porches and additions of 
the new purchase to reveal the original saltbox 
of the Gardiner House. 

As | mentioned, there is a newer mansion 
between the Gardiner House and the Home 
Sweet Home and Mulford House. Do you see 
where | am going with this? 

If this newer mansion is purchased by the 
Village, and its additions and porches are 
stripped away to reveal a saltbox from the 
17th century, we could have an alarming 
development. If these four are the same, 
it would now seem possible that all the 
saltboxes that once stood on Main Street and 
James Lane were the work of a long ago would- 
be Levitt, founding the town with hundreds of 
cookie cutter saltboxes built one at a time in 
the 17th century—the idea of which became the 
kernel for what William Levitt did in Levittown 
in 1947.

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Goodbye Columbus 


And Goodbye Teddy Roosevelt and Princess of Braganza

A s last week was Columbus Day weekend, 
it’s probably as a good time as any to talk 
about Christopher Columbus and his troubles 
after accidentally “discovering” America while 
trying to find India. All around the country, 
people are taking down statues of Columbus. 
They note that there were already people 
here when he got here. There’s no statue 
honoring Columbus anywhere in the Hamptons, 
but in Huntington there is a statue of him, and 
periodically there are demands that the statue 
be taken down. 

There’s also a movement nationally to change 
Columbus Day to Indigenous People’s Day. It’s 
already come about in many cities and states 
around the country. Seattle, Portland, Santa 
Cruz and Los Angeles have already abandoned 
Columbus Day. 

And in New York City last Monday, on the 
holiday itself, activists demanded that Mayor 
DeBlasio change the name of Columbus Day to 
Indigenous People’s Day. 

So here in the Hamptons there may 
come a day when you rent a place from 


July 4 to Indigenous People’s Day. 

Honestly, there is nothing wrong with 
Columbus himself. The thing wrong is the 
word “discovered.” Had he and the queen who 
sent him here acknowledged that people were 
already here, and said that he “opened” this 
new continent to the west, there’d have been no 
problem. Nobody is after Commodore Perry for 
“opening” Japan to the West, after all. 

At some public schools in California, old 
man Christopher was even put on trial last 
week. On trial was not only Columbus, but 
also Queen Isabella, who financed the trip. 
“Queen Isabella had slaves,” a 
teacher at a = school there _ told 
me. As I recall, she had no slaves, but her 
family did. And upon her death, she freed 
them, apparently keeping in mind what might 
happen sometime in the future because of her 
association with Columbus. 

I apologize if I seem sort of snide about all of 
this. But I sometimes think people can go way 
overboard in the changes they want to make. 

In New York City, activists demanding 
Indigenous People’s Day also demanded a 
statue of Teddy Roosevelt be removed from 
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the front steps of the New York Museum of 
Natural History. It shows Roosevelt on a horse 
while Indian and African stereotypes walk 
on foot alongside him. One might think that 
put the indigenous people in subservience 
to Roosevelt. Those objecting to this statue 
declare it “the most hated statue in New York 
City.” Well, maybe by some people. Personally, 
I’ve always liked it. 

There are also issues with the museum itself. 
Inside, there are displays of dinosaurs and 
wooly mammoths, but there are also displays 
of indigenous people from early human 
cultures in Asia, Latin American and Africa, 
who subsequently got colonized by Greek, 
Roman and other white people who brought 
them Western Civilization. The protesters want 
these displays of the colonized moved to the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art where Greeks and 
Romans and other colonizers are showcased 
for their culture and science. 

] agree with the protesters about this. But 
not with the rest. Didn’t our presidents do 
good? Off with them. Take Teddy Roosevelt off 
Mount Rushmore. And take those slaveholders 
Jefferson and (Continued on next page) 
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Washington off, too. As for Lincoln, well, he had 
to have had something wrong. 

Return Mt. Rushmore to being just a mountain. 
It’s time to honor the mountainness of Mt. 
Rushmore. Save the environment. 

Then there is the matter of the Village of 
Whitesboro, New York. Two weeks ago they 
changed their town seal. The old seal, used for 
more than 200 years, shows the founder of that 
village, Hugh White, having a wrestling match 
with the chief of the Oneida Indians, who he had 
found there. The two are shown side-by-side, 
facing each other. 

The Oneidas today do not object to this 
wrestling match. It indeed took place, it was 
friendly enough, and they are happy with it. 
But in the original seal, Mr. White has his hands 
up around the Oneida chief's throat and the 
chief is stumbling backwards. Because that 
looked like murder, residents in 1927 modified 
that seal. Mr. White was redone still pushing 
the chief backwards, but now was doing so 
by pushing on the Chief's shoulders. But this 
year, it needed further modification. The 
new town seal shows each of the men with 
their arms pushing each others’ shoulders.-The 
two are evenly matched. No one is “winning” at 
this point. 

Southampton Village changed its seal at one 
point. The early version—which I personally 
saw on the sides of police cars years ago— 
showed a pilgrim and a Shinnecock signing a 
piece of paper together, apparently confirming 
the “sale” of the town to the settlers. Well, the 


Shinnecock Indians objected. There was no 
sale, they say. Get it off that police car. Various 
attempts were made to get the pilgrim and 
the chief together in some other context, but 
nobody was happy. The new seal doesn’t show 
the Shinnecocks at all. The pilgrim faces the 
viewer, carrying a document. Behind him, the 
sun shines. 

Twenty years ago, East Hampton sculptor 
and painter Audrey Flack won a competition 
to design an enormous statue of Catherine of 
Braganza, a Portuguese princess after whom 
the borough of Queens was named. It would be 
35 feet tall and, atop its pedestal, 50 feet tall, 
and stand at Hunter’s Point in Queens facing 
out to the Statue of Liberty. It would be the 
tallest sculpture in New York City other than 
the Statue of Liberty. Ships would be welcomed 
to the new world between them. 

Everyone was in favor of this at first. 
And Audrey started small, building her 
first model here in East Hampton, 18 inches 
high, then another model 6 feet high and 
another 20 feet high. But as she began the 
full 35-foot-high sculpture, objectors came 
out of the woodwork. The princess would 
have her BACK to Queens. The princess 
was an envoy to Spain at a time when Spain 
burned 50 people at the stake because 
they were Jewish. The princess became part 
of a deal in which Portugal and England 
became allies against France and Spain. The 
princess moved to England for a while. And 
all during this time, the American colonies 
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were under the British thumb. No statue, please. 

Audrey Flack’s statue was never erected 
in Queens. Instead, the 20-foot version was 
completed and today stands on the shore of 
Portugal near Lisbon, facing in the direction of 
Queens. Portugal is not so picky about whom 
their statues depict. 

People lead their lives and some of them try 
to do good. When they do, people take note. 
Even if other things they do are bad, or they live 
in times that were bad. Truth is, no matter how 
many statues are taken down, nothing is going 
to change history. But, frankly, if we decide to - 
discontinue the celebration of good things done 
by people in a particular time and place and 
setting, well, that’s terrible. I bet even Mother 
Theresa did some things wrong. 

By the way, a statue of a soldier on Martha’s 
Vineyard was put up after the Civil War to 
honor soldiers who fought in that war. Those 
honors are for the Union soldiers on three 
sides of the square pedestal upon which it 
stands. The fourth side honors the Confederate 
soldiers who died. 

On the Fourth of July, Martha Vineyard’s 
residents sing patriotic songs and otherwise 
celebrate around the statue. One of the songs 
they sing is “Dixie.” 

“Americans on both’ sides have to 
be honored,” one _ official commented, 
apparently not noticing one side wanted not to 
be part of America. 

Guaranteed there is soon going to be hell to

Joseph Reboli, a _ Port 
Jefferson native, USS. 
Army veteran and painter 
extraordinaire, died in 2004. 
His memory, however, lives 
on at the Reboli Center for 
Art and History, opened the 
day after Thanksgiving in 
2016 in the former Bank of 
Suffolk County building in 
the village of Stony Brook. 
“?’'m beyond pleased with the overwhelming and 
enthusiastic response that the Reboli Center 
has received from our wonderful community,” 
his widow, Lois Reboli told us when we spoke 
recently about Joseph’s work. “They have been 
so positive and impressed with all we have 
accomplished during the past year.” 

Looking back, is there one thing that surprised 
you over the course of the first year? 

I’m most surprised at the number of steps it 
took to get to where we are today. We would 
never have been able to get through all of the 
steps without the support and generosity of 
our friends, family, attorneys, architect and 
contractors, as well as the help and efforts 
of Assemblyman Steve Englebright, 
Brookhaven Supervisor Ed Romaine, and 
Legislator Kara Hahn. 

What is your favorite memory of the 
first year? 

Seeing the beautifully renovated historic 
building filled with Joe’s paintings for the 
community to enjoy. It was beyond all of my 
expectations. One of our first visitors described 
the place as “magical” and it still feels nothing 
short of a miracle. 

Can you tell us a little bit about Connections, 
the exhibition currently on display at the 
Reboli Center? 

Connections continues our goal of giving 
people a better understanding of who Joe Reboli 
was, why he painted what he painted and why 
he loved this community. In the front gallery 
the exhibit showcases the paintings of Vicki 
Sawyer who took one of Joe’s workshops and 
is now nationally recognized for her whimsical 
paintings. The back galleries showcase 
photography and sculpture that celebrate the 
birds who are our backyard neighbors. Another 
connection with the birds is that 50 years 
ago DDT was banned in Suffolk County. The 
organization that brought the legislation to the 
Legislature was a group that met in the house 
Joe and I later purchased! That group became 
the Environmental Defense Fund, which is one 
of the largest environmental groups in the 
country. So many connections! 

What can we look forward to for the Reboli 
Center’s second year? 

Our Third Friday lecture series was an 
enormous success and we were so fortunate to 
have an array of articulate, interesting speakers 
coming up, including Christina Strassfield 
of Guild Hall and Deborah Johnson of the 
Heckscher Museum. We anticipate offering 
more workshops for adults and children. 
We are planning an interesting group of exhibits 
for 2018 that will highlight community traditions 
and art organizations that have contributed 
to the cultural richness of Long Island. For 


instance, one of the exhibits will highlight the 
Smithtown Hunt with a collection of paintings 


and memorabilia. There will also be an 
exhibit of Joe’s watercolors, which have 
rarely been seen. 

After having been so busy last fall, what are 
you most looking forward to this fall? 

As busy as the past year has been I continue to 
come out to the East End to visit friends, catch my 
breath, enjoy and recharge. [| continually need 
the “aesthetic fix” that the East End offers. After 
teaching there for so many years, it continues to 
be a special place of inspiration.

Steampunk’s Odd Beauty Isn’t Just For the Kids

re you craving something new? Something 
macabrely beautiful unlike anything you’ve 
ever seen before? Something to spice up off-season 
Hamptons living? If so, than boy oh boy does the 
Southampton Arts Center (SAC), on Jobs Lane in 
Southampton, have just the thing for you! A new 
exhibition, Odd Beauty: The Techno-Eccentric World of 
Steampunk Art, is on display through November 12. 
Steampunk, an art genre in which the works 
resemble what would happen if the Victorian age 
underwent a modern day technological revolution, 
was not invented by this exhibition’s curator, 
Southampton’s Art Donovan, though he was the 
first to exhibit work from the genre in a museum 
setting. Donovan, who is a lighting designer by 
trade, was himself looking for something new when 
he discovered a small Steampunk community online 
in 2007. One piece in particular caught his eye: A 
keyboard “dressed up to look like it was made in the 
19th century, but was, in fact, a modern computer 
keyboard,” Donovan tells us. “I flipped when I saw 
it.” Donovan would go on to curate three Steampunk 
exhibitions: One at the Hamptons Antique Galleries 
(now the Topping Rose House) in Bridgehampton in 
2008; another—the world’s first museum exhibition 
of Steampunk—a wildly successful show at Oxford 
University’s Museum of the History of Science in 
2009; and one more at the Seoul National Museum in 
South Korea in 2014. 


Odd_ Beauty, Donovan’s 
fourth exhibition, features 
20 of the most renowned and 
influential Steampunk artists, 
hailing from seven different 
countries—Japan, U.K., U.S., 
France, Canada, Australia, 
Switzerland. Donovan himself 
|< has pieces on display, including 
“Siddhartha Pod,” a strange 
§ clock/chandelier/teleportation 
& device combination. Clayton 

Orehek, the Long Island neon 
artist who made the glass 
tubing for the newest iteration of the iconic Sag 
Harbor Cinema’s neon sign, which is awaiting its new 
facade, has pieces on display honoring Nikola Tesla. 
Donovon says excitedly, “Steampunks are mad about 
Tesla.” Vianney Halter, a French-Swiss watchmaker 
who won the 2011 Best Watchmaker-Designer Prize 
of Switzerland—a country no stranger to timepiece 
design—is also showing, as is world-renowned 
costume designer Paige Gardner—whom Donovan 
calls “the virtual queen of costume design.” You also 
won't want to miss the somewhat disturbing dolls 
of Todd Sloane, the adding machine/typewriter/ 
keyboard/speaker system machines of Dave Duros or 
Eric Freitas’s clocks, which are what Dali might have 
made had he been a Steampunk. When explaining the 
history of Steampunk as a genre, Donavan says, “The 
more mechanical and weird it looked, the better. It 
didn’t have to look clean, slick and modern.” That 
about sums it all up. 

Odd Beauty also sprinkles in some related 
programming throughout its run, in order for the 
Steam-curious to firmly grasp the scope of the genre. 
There will be a screening of the 2015 documentary film 
Tower to the People—Tesla’s Dream at Wardenclyffe 
Continues on Friday, October 13 at 7 p.m. ($15). On 
Sunday, October 15, Thomas Dolby, Musical Director 
of the annual TED Conference, will give a talk and 
live musical performance titled “She Blinded Me with 
Science” ($25).

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DeMille’s “The Cuba Affair” Thrills and Chills

Nelson DeMille’s newest novel 
is a fast-paced, witty and 
thrilling read. It begins with 
a letter to the reader in which 
DeMille describes a research 
trip he took with several men 
who all have ties to people in 
the United States government. 
The group included the 
nephew of McGeorge Bundy, 
who was directly involved 
in U.S.-Cuba relations as a special assistant to 
President Kennedy. In the letter, DeMille describes 
a briefing he received. from the ambassador of 
the American Embassy in Havana as “eye-opening,” 
and this is one way to describe DeMille’s novel; 
another is heart-stopping. What is made clear by 
this letter—which perfectly sets up what is to come 
in the story of DeMille’s newest character, Daniel 
“Mac” MacCormick—is that there is a long history of 
villainization between Cubans and Americans. 

The Cuban Affair begins with our narrator, Mac, a 
military veteran working in Key West as a charter 
boat captain. Mac is approached by Carlos, a slick, 
mysterious man who wants to hire Mac and his boat 
for a fishing tournament taking place in Cuba. Mac 
knows Carlos is involved with anti-Castro forces 
and, at first, resists, having decided that he’s left 
his risk-taking days behind him in Afghanistan. But 
a woman, Sara Otega, changes his mind. It comes 
as no surprise to the reader when Mac changes his 
tune and decides an adventure is what he desires. All 
this takes place at the beginning of the Cuban thaw, 
when tensions between Cuba and the U.S. are still 
high. Mac is risking everything for the $2 million he’s 


promised once the mission is complete, and for a 
beautiful woman whose intentions cannot be trusted. 
Of course, the mission does not go as planned, and 
Mac is faced with obstacles that he must overcome 
or lose everything. 

The novel is slow to start, but once the action 
begins it’s a stay-up-all-night type of read. DeMille’s 
language is conversational, and this pushes the 
narrative forward as the story builds. The interactions 
between the characters are humorous, filled with 
witty banter, particularly between Mac and his first 
mate, Jack Colby. Colby’s character is beautifully 
crafted as it plays against the chaotic, tension filled 
backdrop of Mac’s mission in Cuba. Mac and Sara’s 
romance is all surface, however, and does not pull 
the reader in. The real star is Mac himself; his inner 
dialogue is refreshing and light throughout the novel, 
and this makes for an entertaining read. 

In a recent interview, DeMille told us he couldn't 
have written the book unless he had travelled to 
Cuba. And, as Mac moves through Havana, DeMille 
paints a beautiful picture of the city, giving the 
reader a good sense of the lifestyle and culture of 
its people. DeMille’s extensive research makes the 
reader feel firmly rooted in the setting, which plays a 
large part in the novel’s success. 

In addition to culture, DeMille pays close attention 
to the politics of the region, including Cuba’s history 
with the United States. Alongside the historic 
and cultural information are social and political 
commentaries that feel a bit unbalanced and out of 
character for Mac, who we learn at the beginning of 
the novel is apolitical. 

Overall, DeMille’s novel is intriguing and amusing, 
while also possessing the qualities of a top-notch 
thriller. If you are looking for an action-packed 
novel, with impeccable storytelling, sprinklings

ome say autumn is the best time to be on the 

East End—the summer traffic is gone and the 
weather is perfect, not too hot and not too cold. No 
season on the East End is complete, though, without 
an ice cold beer. The summer ales have given way to 
more flavorful, and many pumpkin-inspired, autumn 
brews. Here are some of the best offerings from local 
craft breweries this fall. 

The brewery at Montauk Brewing Company was 
packed with fans every weekend during the summer, 
and for good reason. It’s a great spot to relax and 
have a cold one. Their traditional seasonal brew, 
Hop Blond Ale, is now available in cans in stores. A 
crisp hop finish sets this blonde ale apart from the 
rest. This is a balanced beer with a light straw color 
and smooth flavor. In addition, two more fall beers 
have been brewed in limited release batches, so your 
best bet to try these will be at the brewery on South 
Erie Avenue in Montauk. The Montauk Pumpkin 
Ale, aka Pumptauk, is hopped with of Magnum and 
EK Golding varieties and brewed with different 
spices and chocolate malt. At 6.1% ABV, Pumptauk 
is perfect for sipping as the weather gets crisper. 
There’s also the new NY Rye Pale Ale, which utilizes 
all New York State grown ingredients. Craft Master 
Hops in Mattituck supplied the quality local hops 
while New York Craft Malt provided 2-Row malted 
barley, as well as rye malt, giving a nice spicy quality 
to this beer. montaukbrewingco.com 

Greenport Harbor Brewing Company gives its 
own take on the pumpkin craze with its Leaf Pile 
Ale. At 5.2 % ABV, this splendidly balanced autumnal 
ale is like pumpkin pie in a glass. Hand selected 
additions of ginger, cinnamon, whole bean vanilla, 
allspice, nutmeg and pumpkin give this copper-hued,

aromatic beauty its distinctive flavor. Later in the 
season, cold winds and leafless trees herald the. 
arrival of Greenport’s Anti-Freeze Ale. It’s A malt- 
forward, delicious deep amber English Olde Ale style 
brewed for those long blustery winter nights. It pairs 
perfectly with wool pants, big sweaters, bonfires and 
cold noses. greenportharborbrewing.com 

No East End beer list is complete without 
Southampton Publick House, the _ oldest 
microbrewery on Long Island. The autumn special 
Pumpkin Ale is a unique amber-colored brew that 
has a generous amount of pumpkin as well as 
traditional pumpkin pie spices. These flavors give this 
unusual brew a definite seasonal character, which is 
practically made for Halloween and Thanksgiving. 
Other fall favorites include Grand Cru and Abbot 12, 
both Farmhouse Ales. Grand Cru is a richly spiced 
old world ale with notes of licorice, sweet orange and 
spices while the Abbot 12 is a strong, dark ale with 
notes of raisins, figs and caramel with a pronounced 
dark rum character. publick.com 

Long Ireland Beer Company in Riverhead features 
its fall-time favorite Pumpkin Ale. It’s brewed using 
real pumpkin purée and spiced with cinnamon, 
nutmeg and allspice, caramel and smoky malts.

he Wedding of the Century took place on July 

13, 1940. At least that’s how the war-weary 
press billed the marriage of the pretty blonde Anne 
McDonnell to Henry Ford II. Life magazine reported, 
“Two great U.S. industrial fortunes were joined in 
Southampton, Long Island, on July 13...” 

The Ford family hardly needs introduction. Henry 
Ford II (1917-1987) was the eldest son of Edsel 
Ford and eldest grandson of Henry Ford. He was 
president of the Ford Motor Company from 1945 to 
1960; under his leadership, Ford became a publicly 
traded corporation in 1956. 

Anne McDonnell (1920-1996) was the daughter of 
stockbroker James McDonnell and the granddaughter 
of Thomas E. Murray, one of the most prolific 
inventors in history, who had 462 patents. 

The McDonnell-Murrays were some of the first Irish 
Catholics to build summer homes in Southampton; 
before the 1920s, it was a purely WASP domain. 
Legend has it that the only reason Southampton 
Bathing Corp. admitted Murray as a member was 
because he had invented a filter to keep sand from 
flowing into his pool along with seawater, and the 
Bathing Corp wanted to use it in its pool. 

The McDonnell-Murray clan was enormous; Anne 
had 14 brothers and sisters (and 83 first cousins!) 
and her Murray cousins had eleven children in the 
family. And the family was enormously rich: The 
McDonnell house at Southampton had fifty rooms, a 
pool, tennis court, and a polo field; their New York

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apartment had 29 rooms and a separate kitchen 
just for the children. The entire family eventually 
owned 300 acres of oceanfront in Southampton and 
Water Mill. (Squabble Lane got its name because it 
separated two factions of the family, who enjoyed 
family infighting.) 

As the date of the wedding approached, excitement 
was high in Southampton; the Edsel-Fords arrived 
in Southampton on their yacht, the Onika, and 
anchored in Peconic Bay. Coem the big day, even 
old Mr. Ford showed up and danced with the bride. 
The new Mr. and Mrs. Ford eventually got on a cruise 
ship in San Francisco and set sail for Honolulu. 

At one point, Mrs. McDonnell gave each of her 
children three acres of land. Some sold after prices 
rose; others stayed, so that there are still McDonnells 
and Murrays inhabiting their family land. Sadly, 
the McDonnell name, once so prestigious, became 
obscure after the failure, in 1970, of McDonnell & 
Company, the Wall Street brokerage house. 

After their honeymoon, the new married couple 
needed a place to live, not to mention a summer 
home and a hunting lodge. They purchased what 
they considered the loveliest home in Grosse Pointe 
for their main house, a 40-something room red brick 
mansion on the shore of Lake St. Clair. The house 
had been designed by John Russell Pope, who 
had also designed the Jefferson Memorial and the 
National Gallery of Art. 

For a summer home, only Southampton would do. 
The Fords purchased beautiful Halcyon Lodge on Gin 
Lane in 1946. Halcyon Lodge was built in 1893 and 
is a rare example of Stick Style architecture in the 
village. In 1951, the Fords commissioned Modernist 
architect Phillip Johnson to design a glass pavilion 
addition to the house, which is still there today. 
When the Fords eventually sold Halcyon Lodge, they 
asked the buyers if they could dismantle the glass 
box and take it with them as they loved it so much. 
They were told no. 


The Fords were ambitious. In the late 
50s, the Fords began planning a grand 
new house. Ford spent many years buying 
contiguous parcels of land to create the 
estate he eventually named Fordune. 
(It’s difficult to say how much he spent, 
since so many parcels were combined 
and purchased at different times.) In 1957, 
Sports Illustrated wrote, “Brought to The 
Hamptons by his wife’s family, who inhabit 
a string of estates along the sea, Henry 
Ford Il is building one of the greatest 
showplaces of the times. He has had to lay 
over a mile of black top through the fields 
of rye to reach the land which blankets 
100 acres on the east end of town. The 
white brick house with its white columns 
and its steep gray slate roof stands before a driveway 
100 feet square. Above the portico are four large 
baskets of cement fruit. Whole paneled rooms, 
fireplaces and parquet floors have been imported 
from European chateaux in the grand fin-de-siecle 
manner perfected by the Vanderbilts.” 

In 1957 Sports Illustrated estimated that the Ford 
property land had cost about $800,000 to buy 
up until then. It added, “So far the Fords have 
1,082 feet of beach, but he would like to add another 
1,000 feet.” Yet the Ford property was not the 
highest rated for taxes in Southampton. That honor 
went to the duPont’s home on Meadow Lane, which 
is now Calvin Klein’s property. 

The house, which cost $2.3 million to build 
and furnish, a French chateau. On_ their 
frequent trips to Europe, the Fords shopped for 
treasures. They were photographed at auctions, 
and their private collection became noteworthy. The 
furniture and art were shipped over to the United 
States and then transported to Grosse Pointe and 
Southampton by van. 

The massive house is 16,000 square feet, with a

48-foot long living room with French parquet floors. 
The main house is flanked by three wings: one with 
servant/guest rooms, one with an enormous kitchen, 
and one with a huge library. Of course, the original 
estate featured pretty flower gardens, ponds, rolling 
lawns, as well as a pool and tennis court. 

Unfortunately, Ford didn’t get the enjoy Fordune, 
which eventually spanned 235 acres, for all that long. 
He and Anne divorced in 1964 and she was awarded 
the estate. Both eventually remarried. 

In 1975, Anne sold the estate to Italian 
financier Carlo Traglio. He paid the bargain price 
of $1.8 million, $500,000 less than Ford spent to 
build just the mansion. Traglio then subdivided the 
property, keeping the main house and 44 acres of 
oceanfront for himself. The other acres were divided 
into a gated enclave of 40 homes. (The Hilton family 
owns one of them, comprising 2.7 acres.) 

The name of the enclave? Fordune, of course. @&
